2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: reasons as discussed 
by applicants in the response, particularly noting support for the amendment with respect to the plasma at 
the end of paragraph [0072] on page 24, as well as [00109], such that the above amendment is consistent 
with that disclosure in view of configurations as illustrated in figures 1 & 2, such that plasma treated 
surfaces constitute both the gasket surface & exposed surface area in the interior of the array assay 
chamber as now claimed, where the plasma treated interior surfaces are necessarily different from the 
gasket surface, which is part of the backing element, which plasma treated configuration is neither taught 
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nor suggested by the art of record. It is noted that since all of the obviousness double patenting rejections 
depended on the applied art for appropriate plasma treatments, the president claims have also been 
differentiated from those of the copending cases discussed therein.
